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Court Takes Case Under Advisement 


IN D IA N A PO LIS (U P I) — The Indiana Supreme Court 
has taken under advisement the question of whether a 
request for a change of judge must be signed by the 
defendant. 
An attorney for two accused burglars denied a change 
of venue from M arion County Criminal Court contends 
that the high court’s rules of proeeedure indicate that 
the attorney can sign the request for his client. 
The high court heard oral arguments on this relatively 
relatively narrow question Tuesday as part of a broader 
continuing legal battled between the Supreme Court and 
Marion County Crim inal Court Judge Andrew Jacobs Sr. 
Jacobs has opposed the whole concept of routine 
change of judge or venue, as contained in the high 
court’s rules. He feels that a defendant seeking a change 
of venue should show cause why he cannot receive a fair 
and impartial trial in the jurisdiction where he was 
charged and those asking for a change of judge should 
show evidence of prejudice on the part of the normal 
judge. 
Jacobs contends that the current rule interferes with 
the orderly 
administration of justice 
and 
benefits 
attorneys who have themselves appointed as special 
judges, often for several different courts. 
“ The state is being ripped off by special judges who 
go around dropping off orders at $25 a day,” he argued. 
He said the same person might sign orders in several 
different courts the same day. 
He said a judge “ has to trim his sails to suit the 
criminal or you don’t sit on the case.” 
Jacobs suggested that the Supreme Court “ should be 
like the Lord in ‘Green Pastures” ’ and maintain a 
common touch with ordinary people

The long-awaited warmup finally arrived on the 
Indiana scene today and went to work melting snow that 
has covered the Hoosier landscape since December. 
The possibility of some flooding existed from the 
melting snow, but in most areas, river levels were 
believed sufficiently low to handle the flow.

Hom efront

Did you know that one ( I) slice of bread wasted every day 
adds up to more than twenty-two (22) loaves of bread pur­ 
chased...but not eaten...during the year? Good habits in the 
kitchen can help avoid waste. 
Just for fun, why not check your own habits by taking this ten 
point quiz: 
Do you I. use standard cups and spoons for measuring all 
ingredients? 
2. roast meats at low temperatures (325 degrees) to prevent 
excessive shrinkage of the meat? 
3. use the skin and outer leaves of fruits and vegetables? ( they 
contain important nutrients and provide fiber in the diet) 
4. leave the skin on potatoes, carrots, apples and pears for 
baking or scalloping? (for scalloping with peelings on just slice 
the pieces thinner than usual and the skins will cook tender.) 
5. cut or shred vegetables and fruits just before serving? ( this 
prevents vitamin loss.) 
6. prepare only the amount of food that can be eaten before it 
spoils? 
7. cut slices of bread in fourths (La’s ) for the children? (it goes 
further and helps prevent waste.) 
8. save bread pieces? ( they can be used in bread puddings, as 
crumbs for topping casseroles, cut in cubes which can be 
seasoned and toasted and used as croutons.) 
9. watch those left overs? (don’t save something and not use 
it.) 
10. have a special place for “ leftovers?” (so they won’t be 
forgotten and not used) Create a scrap bag in your freezer. Use 
the contents as a base for delicious soups. 
As I ’ve mentioned in a previous column - don’t serve your 
fam ily “ leftovers,” instead be creative and serve them 
“ PLA N N ED -O V ER S.” 
For instance, you can make a beef pot pie from your leftover 
roast beef by simply adding a few vegetables (i.e. carrots, peas, 
potatoes) to the meat cubes, stir in some gravy...(m aybe your 
own...maybe the packaged variety), top with biscuits, pop in the 
oven and bake. In no time at all you set your fam ily down to a 
nourishing, tasty meal at minimum cost. 
D E L U X E B R E A D PU D D IN G is tasty, economical and 
nutritious. Who would guess it was "created” from stale bread? 
The ingredients are: 
4 slices bread 
2 T. butter or margarine 
One-Third cup brown sugar (packed) 


>2 tsp cinnamon 
One-third cup raisins 
3 eggs, slightly beaten 
One-third cup granulated sugar 
I tsp. vanilla 
2 '2 cups milk, scalded 
Dash of salt 
Bake in a I >2 quart casserole (greased). Oven temperature is 
350 degrees. Baking time varies between 60-70 minutes, or until 
a knife inserted halfway between the center and edge of the 
casserole conies out clean. 
Procedure is as follows: Toast bread slices lightly. Spread 
each slice with butter, sprinkle with brown sugar and cinnamon 
Put 2 slices of toast together, making two sandwiches. Cut each 
sandwich into 4 rectangles. Arrange rectangles in a single layer 
in casserole and sprinkle with raisins. 
Blend eggs, granulated sugar, vanilla and salt. Gradually stir 
in milk. Pour this mixture over the toast rectangles. 
Place the casserole in pan of hot water one inch ( I ” ) deep. 
Bake. 


Bathrooms For 7 he Elderly 


“ Most 
bathrooms 
are 
not 
designed for the specific needs 
of older people,” according to 
Kzelle 
Johnson, 
Purdue 
University 
extension 
housing 
specialist. “ For instance, most 
bathrooms do not accommodate 
wheel chairs,” she says. 
Since accidents occur more 
frequently in the bathroom than 
in any other place in the home, 
many older people are anxious 
and fearful of falling onto hard 
surfaces such as the floor, tub or 
toilet. Bathrooms can be less 
formidable if the design takes 
into account older people’s 
reduced strength and balance 
Bathtubs 
should 
be 
low- 
rimmed, with grip handles and 
a fixed pole mounted on the wall 
beside the tub. Place a vertical 
grab bar at the outer front edge 
of the tub. A horizontal bar 
approximately waist high along 
the front of the tub and along the 
back side is also desirable. 
Older people, typically, prefer 
baths 
)n 
showers. 
However, 


showers are generally 
safer 
than bathtubs since getting in 
and out of a tub can be hazar 
dous. Showers can be made 
more attractive to the older 
person by keeping the com­ 
partment warm, providing a 
removable seat about I'2 feet 
high, 
a 
ventilation 
fan 
to 
exhaust steam, and a non-slip 
floor in the stall Floor surfaces 
on both sides of the shower curb 
should be at the same level. 
Shower or tub water can be 
easily directed with a flexible 
shower spray of the telephone or 
Swedish style. The user should 
be able to adjust water tem­ 
peratures and flow before en 
tering the bathing area. Color 
coded 
faucets are preferred 
because letters are difficult to 
read. Valves that enable the 
user to adjust the temperature 
from one tap. prevents burns. 
If users are confined to a 
wheelchair, sink and counter 
top should be at table height 
with space under the counter to 


accommodate the chair People 
with back problems, however, 
should have higher than normal 
sinks and counters to minimize 
bending 
M irrors 
should 
permit 
unrestricted vision 
A mirror 
tilted slightly forward from the 
top allows clear vision from 
either a 
standing or 
seated 
position 
Floors should have non slip 
surfaces 
Indoor outdoor car 
poling can keep the floor warm, 
prevent slipping and 
reduce 
injury in case of a fall. The sill 
between the bathroom and the 
adjoining room should be flush 
withthe floor. 
Proper lighting is essential 
bighting should be available 
around the mirror, near the 
medication storage and dosage 
area, and over the bathing area 
A night light or luminous switch 
plate should be provided 
A 
standard 
toilet 
is 
fine 
provided the seat is well an­ 
chored and sturdy. Arrhod bars 


set in the floor on each side of 
the commode allow the use of 
the hands in getting up and 
down, permit a pushing instead 
of a pulling motion and can 
double 
for 
a rm re sts 
and 
general 
support. 
Grab 
rails 
should be on two sides of the 
commode. 
A call system should be ac­ 
cessible 
in

emergency. A long pull cord, 
extending to the floor beside the 
commode and activating the

danger of electrical shock

The miles of road our eight trucks m aintain is equal 
to the distance from Rushville to Norfolk, Va. All 
these miles in this County were completely blocked 
with snow three tim es in the past month. Besides 
opening the roads after these three storm s, we have 
driven hundreds of miles between storm s trying to 
improve the roads. 
Our men have worked to capacity and each piece of 
equipment has had at least a years service added to 
it. It would have been impossible to accomplish what 
we have without outside assistance. 
I hesistate to imagine what could have happened to 
the lives of people in this county without the help from 
hundreds of Rush County citizens during this 
unusually severe winter. 
Every person employed by the Rush County High­

past 35 days.

In Praise of the Family Doctor 
The family physician is one of 
the most accomplished persona 
in medicine today. Too often, 
these accomplishments are lost 
or are overshadowed by the so­ 
called 
“glamour” 
of 
sophisticated specialists. 
As a practicing specialist 
myself, I have always admired 
the family doctor’s fund of 
knowledge and his capacity to 
dispense it with accuracy, 
reliability and good judgment. 
Many of the letters that are 
sent to me reflect experiences 
with these doctors and the roles 
they have played in the 
physical, emotional and social 
problems that surround a 
growing family. 
Some readers longingly refer 
to the “good old horse and 
buggy 
doctor” 
who 
has 
disappeared off the horizon of 
modem medicine. 
He still exists, even though he 
may now travel in sleek air­ 
conditioned, 
high-powered 
automobiles. 
Today, he is endowed with all 
of the same human qualities of 
the general practitioner who 
practiced at the turn of the 
century. In addition he has at 
his command a wealth oi newer 
knowledge about antibiotics, 
hormones, vaccines and a 
brilliant array of modern 
scientific testing devices. 
Included in letters from my 
readers are stories of com- 
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plaints about their physicians. 
I’m certain that in some in­ 
stances they are justified. Yet 
I’ve often felt that inordinate 
demands made on the doctor- 
patient 
relationship 
may 
destroy it. When mutual respect 
and understanding have broken 
down this valuable segment of 
society ceases to exist. 
I firmly believe that the 
physician in general practice is, 
in reality, a specialist in his own 
right. Many of these doctors are 
members of the American 
Academy of General Practice, a 
vast organization of physicians 
who are identified aith the 
special talent of being “family 
doctors.” 
For it is they who are in the 
front rank of physicians who 
carry the heaviest burden of our 
nation’s health. They form a 
solid column of support for 
those whose lives are distorted 
by 
emotional 
stress 
and 
psychological problems. They 
are trained to recognize early 
evidence of emotional illness, 
and to translate it in terms of 
the physical complaints of their 
patients. 
The real essence of the 
healing art of medicine is 
sympathetic understanding, 
coupled with the ability to 
minister to the physical needs of 
those whose health is entrusted 
to them. 


Campaign $

INDIANAPOLIS (UPI) — The Indiana 
Democratic State Central Committee will 
support a state version of the federal dollar- 
checkoff 
plan 
for 
financing 
political 
campaigns. Democratic State Chairman Bill 
Trisler 
credited 
the federal 
plan 
with 
making possible the election of President 
Jimmy Carter. 
Trisler said the committee will 
urge 
passage of both the dollar checkoff bill and 
of another bill to raise money for political 
parties through sale of personalized license 
plates. 
But he said the committee decided to take 
no position as yet on possible changes in 
nomination of state officials, an area in 
which Republican State Chairman Thomas 
Milligan said the Democrats would have to 
take the initiative if anything is done. 
However, 
the 
Republicans 
are 
actively 
opposing the two campaign funding bills the 
Democrats are backing. 
“The committee is unanimously in favor 
of the dollar checkoff and the personalized 
license plate bills,” Trisler said. “ Public 
financing is becoming a reality. We have to 
start forgetting about some of our traditions 
of the past and reconsider this situation with 
patronage.” 
Indiana still has remnants of a political 
patronage system that benefits the party 
holding the governor’s office, currently the 
GOP, but the plan is under frequent attack 
and may be curtailed to some extent by a 
new federal law 
“Dollar checkoff is working federally," 
Trisler said. “ President Carter might not 
have 
been 
elected 
without 
it. 
Public 
financing is working. It is vital for survival 
of the two-party system ” 
A Senate bill providing that an Indiana 
individual income taxpayer may designate a 
dollar of his or her tax to go into a state 
election 
campaign 
fund 
has 
b e e n 


recommended for passage by the Senate 
Committee on Elections and Apportionment. 
It is co-authored by Democratic Sens. 
Thomas Teague of Anderson and John P. 
Bushemi of Gary. 
The other fund-raising plan involving sale- 
of personalized license plates proposes that 
most of the revenues go to the two political 
parties casting the largest and next largest 
number of votes for the office of secretary 
of state. This bill, also introduced by 
Teague, passed the Senate Jan. 24 by a 39-10 
vote, including some Republican minority 
senators who apparently did not agree with 
their party’s stand against it. It now is in 
the House. 
Trisler said such public financing help 
would “allow we, as a party, to perform in a 
more businesslike manner. 
It definitely 
would be an asset in operating this office.” 
He said that because the Democratic party 
is in debt, for example, he must often go to 
credit financing when having cash on hand 
would enable him to save money. 
Milligan had stressed after the GOP state 
committee went on record in favor of 
returning nominations for 
U.S. 
senator, 
governor and lieutenant governor from the 
primary to the convention system, “It is a 
matter of Democrat initiative at this time. 
We took the lead last time in holding out for 
or the convention but Bill Trisler supported • 
it and now is unalterably against it.” 
Trisler said Milligan was right about that 
and that, personally, he does favor the 
convention as a less costly nominating 
method. But he said the official position of 
the party is up to the central committee and 
“the committee took no action. It wants to 
see if the bills are going to be heard and 
what the legislators (Democratic) think.”

No Petting

CACHE, Okla. (UPI) — Venomous snakes 
are Frank Bryce’s specialty. He once gave a 
rattlesnake heart massage and artificial 
respiration to save its life. 
Bryce, 35, a printer at Ft. Sill, Okla., owns 
the Ven-Am Research Center, which is the 
largest venomous reptile collection in the 
state. He has studied snakes since he was 15. 
Bryce is often called upon to answer 
unusual questions such as why a rattlesnake 
would try to attack a boat. 
Rattlesnakes will try to swim across 
lakes, Bryce said, but they may tire and try 
to crawl in a fisherman’s boat. 
People in the boat usually panic, attack 
the 
rattlesnake 
with 
an 
oar 
and 
put 
themselves and the boat in more danger 
than if they paddled away, said Bryce. 
Another bit of information Bryce offered* 
is that a snake, confronted by a human, • 
may duck into a shadow and try to follow it 
to some kind of shelter. 
But that shadow may be cast by the 
human, who finds the snake coming directly 
at him. 
“ Ifs kind of frightening,” Bryce said 


Although he constantly handles snakes in 
captivity and conducts research at the 
he nearby Wichita Mountains Wildlife Refuge 
in southwestern Oklahoma, Bryce has never 
been bitten by a venomous reptile. 
“If you’re bitten, you’re either careless or 
sloppy. I’m not either one,” Bryce said, “lf 
you’re careful and do it so it doesn t hurt the 
animal, you won’t be bitten." 


Bryce owns 
56 species 
of 
venomous 
reptiles. He says 4 to 5 per cent of his 
reptiles die in captivity, compared to 16 to 
25 per cent of those in most collections. 
Three 
months 
ago 
Bryce 
gave 
a 
rattlesnake artificial respiration and heart 
massage for 45 minutes to save its life. 
Bryce 
force-feeds 
snakes 
who 
would 
otherwise starve and he uses antibiotics to 
prevent and treat pneumonia, which snakes 
can develop from stress. 
“We have what we call animal ethics The 
animal comes first and we treat it as if it is 
the last one we will get," he said. “They all 
get equal treatm ent. Instinctively, each one 
wants to live. We can’t judge, saying this 
one is worth more than that one.”

SAN FRANCISCO (UPI) - Forty three 
years ago, King Faria cut a V-shaped 
branch from a weeping willow tree, and he's 
been a water witch ever since. 
A water witch is one who claims he has a 
mystical gift for finding wells, and that s the ' 
best kind of witch to be in nearby drought- 
stricken 
Marin County, 
where 
w a t e r 
rationing has begun for 169,000 residents. 
Faria, 80, had been in retirement from his 
dairy business when the drought came and a 
friend told a newspaper photographer about 
his witchery. 
“Word spread like wildfire,” Faria said 
Thursday. “ Now I do three or four wells a 
day, and I’ve found water for 75 or 80 people 
on their property — with IOO per cent 
success” 
Here’s how he works: 


He takes his divining rod “and you just 
hold it upright, and if you have something in 
you, when you get to a strata — an 
underground creek, you might call it — it 
goes right down and you can’t hold it. 
"Science doesn’t know what it is. Ifs in 
you, that's all. And with this dry spell, 
everyone wants a well.” 
Faria said the witchery also helps him 
measure the depth of a well 
"The rod goes up and down a certain 
number of tim es," he said. “Say the well is 
IOO feet — it’ll go up and down IOO times and 
shiver each time before it starts again.” 
He gets $50 a job, and, "including the- 
whole shebang, takes about an hour.” 
Faria, who lives in San Rafael in Marin 
County, said he first learned of his powers 
43 years ago while renting a ranch in nearby 
Santa Rosa for his dairy business.

In 1975, U.S. farm ers paid out 
nearly $82 billion to produce 
crops, livestock, and poultry. 
The report, issued by the U.S. 
D epartm ent of Agriculture and 
the Indiana Crop and Livestock 
Reporting Service, noted that 
the expenditure averaged m ore 
than 
$29,000 
per 
fa rm , 
nationally. 
The m ajor expenditure was 
for feed, which accounted for 
over $12 billion, next cam e rent 
at $8 billion, followed by p u r­ 
chases of livestock and poultry 
for more than $7 billion, and 
fertilizer, lime, and soil con­ 
ditioners hit about $6 8 billion
